Once set, the School Department budget is inviolable. 

This fact of Massachusetts law places a heavy respon- 
sibility upon the five members of the School Committee 
who are the peoples’ agents, and as such must work for 
the continued development of a better-than-average school 
system, one that is sound both educationally and fiscally. 

In effect, the law gives School Committees a blank 
check and ultimately the community’s only means of 
revoking the privilege of cashing it is at the polls on 
election day. 

But in the interim, such committees are not (or should 
not be) insensitive to the mood of the people. When they 
are they meet head on with the kind of rebellion that last 
fall prompted Andover citizens to resist a new high school 
for anything like the nearly $5 million it would have taken 
to build the educators’ ideal; to emphatically veto it at 
the proposed $4.2 million; and flatly insist that the School 
Committee alter its educational specifications to fit a 
$3.9 million construction budget. 


School construction budgets and school department 
budgets are not one and the same thing, but the commu- 
nity’s reaction to building proposals should be an indica- 
tion of how close to the vest voters want the School 
Committee to figure for 1965. 


Taxpayers would not seem to be in the mood, for ex- 
ample, for any action to put town money on the line for 
rental or purchase of a bookkeeping machine for the 
School Department when it may be more practical to semi- 
automate accounting procedures for the whole town with 
the purchase of one first rate machine. 


Beware Of Lotteries 


Referral selling schemes are lotteries and as such, 
illegal in the state of Massachusetts. 

This official reaction, that of Atty. General Edward 
Brooke, has given the state Consumers’ Council a strong 
position to work from in its campaign to curb referral 
selling. 

Information gathered by this citizens’ protection agency 
shows that Massachusetts consumers have been duped 
into spending an estimated $7,000,000 —$10,000,000 a 
year for color TV sets, vacuum cleaning systems, rugs 
and other home furnishings, aluminum siding and other 
home improvement operations and some food freezer plans. 
The lure: something for nothing. 

The gimmick is that the buyers do the seller’s leg work. 
They locate for him one or more prospective customers, 
always under the impression that they can actually make 
money on the transaction if enough of their ‘‘prospects”’ 
follow through. 

According to the Consumers’ Council, most of these 
items are financed on time, however, and when the scheme 
folds up the buyer is saddled with a substantial debt and 
‘*unsatisfied expectations.’’ 

Referral scheme operators have turned a tidy profit 
selling such items as a home vacuum cleaning system 
worth $450 for $1,200. Aided by the financial institutions 
which lend money on their paper, they make hay with 
credit abuses. 

The attomey general has ruled that state law prohibits 
this kind of chain selling; that anyone who operates such 
a referral scheme is guilty of having set up and promoted 
a lottery. 

Probably, if consumers were careful about the fine print 
in sales agreements, the referral sales business would 
die a natural death. But people being people, it is com- 
forting to know that the Consumers’ Council and the 
attorney general are alert to sales traps and taking action 
to protect the unwitting.

Make Haste Slowly 


Last year school officials were urged to hold off budget- 
ing for a bookkeeping machine of their own until a com- 
mittee could decide whether or not it would be feasible to 
move toward municipal automation. 

Impatient, however, this year they began fresh talks of 
a machine for exclusive school department use even before 
release of the automation committee’s report. What the 
report would say can scarcely have been an unknown to 
them, however, since the department’s general services 
director sat as a member of the committee. 

School Committee Chairman John S. Sullivan has said 
that he supports the idea of a town-wide bookkeeping set 
up, but at the same time he has suggested the possibility 
of renting (for $1,680 annually) a machine to handle school 
‘ooks until further progress can be made toward an inter- 

epartmental arrangement. 

On the surface this appears to be a reasonable enough 
suggestion. But there is School Department resistance to 
a joint bookkeeping operation, and good reason to wonder 
how readily school officials would part with a machine of 
their own once a system of office procedures was built 
around it, 

In addition, any money diverted for departmental book- 
keeping would cut into the supply available for the much 
larger appropriation necessary for purchase of a machine 
intricate enough to work for the whole town. 


No one can quarrel with the need for modernization of 
school bookkeeping procedures, unchanged through the 
heaviest period of growth known to the system, 

One can quarrel with haste, however, when it makes for

the base of the plant, Therefore, 
do not place any mulch around the 
plant until the plant has endured 
some cold weather that stops 
growth and brings on this ripening 
or hardening, This generally takes 
place by mid-November, 

The tops of shrub roses should 
be pruned back to about 18 inches 
to remove weak twig growth that 
is likely to winterkill, Soil should 
be mounded up around the base 
of the plants to protect the graft,

Semi-Automate 
Says Report 


Semi-automation at a cost of 
less than $20,000 has been recom- 
mended by the committee appointed | 
last April to study the feasibility 
of automating the town’s accounting 
and clerical operations, 

In its report, released this week, 
the committee states that one of the, 
town’s two present accounting 
machines is due to be replaced, | 

Since this would involve the ex- 
penditure of more than $7,000, 
it is the consensus that now is the 
logical time to consider acquisition 
of a more versatile accounting 
machine, 

The six-member committee 
takes the position that it is not 
Necessary to hire an expert con- 
sultant for immediate automation 
planning, In coming to its conclu- | 
sions the group reports that it | 
called upon ‘‘the knowledge and | 
experience of people technically 
trained in the field of automa- 
tion,”’ 

The committee’s recommenda- 
tion dovetails with the attitudes 
of Town Manager Richard Bowen 
on how Andover should tackle the | 
problem of coping with increased | 


bookkeeping chores, It clashes with 

the desire of the School Depart | 
ment to rent or buy a bookkeeping | 
machine for its own use, 

On this subject the committee | 
states that if the school depart- | 
ment must, or should do its ac- 
counting separately it could take | 
over one of the town’s present | 
machines at a trade-in cost of 
$900, 

This purchase price is less than 
the’ one-year rental estimate 
($1,680) for the machine which is 
being considered by the School 
Committee, 

The committee does say that it 
sees no reason for schoo] payroll 
accounting to be handled inde- 
pendently of other town bookkeep- 
ing, School Department officials 
have favored acquisition of a 
machine for their own use, first 
because they fee] the town is not | 
moving toward automation fast| 
enough to solve their bookkeeping | 
glut, and second, because they fee] | 
it is not possible to operate a/| 
town-wide accounting system suc | 
cessfully. 

Rejected in the report is the idea 
of total automation at this time, | 
‘Complete automation of the) 
Town's accounting and clerical | 
operations through the use of a 
computer and associated equip- 
ment is neither financially justi- 
fied nor operationally necessary 
at this time,’* the committee 
states, 

Members point out that present | 
Town Hall clerks could work with | 
the machine they suggest without 
any special training. 

Monday Bowen asked the Board | 
Selectmen to take a position on 
the automation question, caution- 
ing that there is ‘nothing more 
permanent than a _ temporary 
arrangement.’’
